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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-5, 9-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ohmori (5,790,193). 

Regarding claim 1, Ohmori shows an image display apparatus (10) with first 
inherently included electrode in memory card 26, a peripheral device (12) with second 
inherently included electrode inside camera body 12, and a guide (the flat shape of the 
memory card or the opening of the card slot for receiving the memory card) for directing 
a path when the relative position of the display apparatus 10 and peripheral device 12 is 
changed via hinge 24. It should be noted that the mounting position or the relative 
position of the display apparatus and the peripheral device is determined by the card 
slot and the hinge 24. 

Regarding claim 2, the card 26 in Ohmori functions as a rail since it has an 
elongated shape. 

Regarding claim 3, the electrode contacts in the memory card 26 form a plurality 
of grooves in between. 

Regarding claim 4, the electrode contacts in the display apparatus in Ohmori are 
formed along the guided path. 
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Regarding claim 5, part of the memory card 26, functioning as a guide, also 
serves as an electrode. 

Regarding claims 9-13, see rejection to claim 1. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C, 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ohmori 
(5,790,193), 

Regarding claim 6, Ohmori does not specify the size and the shape of the image 
display as claimed. Since the display screen 28 could be in any shape and size, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention 
was made to employ different size and shape of display device as the display apparatus 
10 to perform the well known functions as claimed. The size and shape selections of 
the display device would have considered an obvious design choice. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 7 and 8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
